Rome, Ogtober 21: 
HE Prince of Santbuono, who 
came hither from Naples, is gone 
to Venice in Quality of Ambaffa- 
- dor of Spain. On the 18th we 
felt two Shogs of an Earthquake, 
which were follow’d a great Storm of 
Lightning, Thunder and Rain, that lafted 
12 hours, but we fuffer’d no Damage, tho’ 
the Tiber and all the other neighbouring 
Streams were {well’d very high by the Rain. 
At the inftance of the Queen Dowager of 
Poland, the Pope has granted leave to feven 
Nuns, which fhe fent for out of France, to 
fupply a Convent that fhe has lately founded 
here, to vifit the Churches and Cloyfters 
_ of this City, in Coaches with the Curtains 
clofe drawn. Cardinal Tanara has com- 
lain’d to Cardinal Fourbin, that the French 
have taken away a great quantity of Corn 
out of his Abbey of Nonantole in the Mo- 
deneze ; but was anfwer’d by Cardinal Four- 
bin, that he did not concern himfelf with 


Affairs of War. The Ecclefiafticks of the 
Dutchy of Modena have likewife com- 


plain’d to the Pope, that the French have 
exacted great Contributions of them, in 
contempt of their Privileges and the Rights 
of the Church; to whom his Holinefs has 
given an ambiguous anfwer, not much to 
their Satisfaction.

Hamburg, O&ober 13. The Corpfe of the 
late Duke of Holftein Gottorp was brought 


to Rhynbeck on the 9th, where it is to re- 


main till the Preparations for the Funeral 
are finifh’'d. There have been great Con- 
tefts about the Guardianfhip of his Son and 
Succeffor the young Duke of Holftein. One 
part of the Eftates of that Dutchy , would 
have given it to the Dutchefs, his Mother, 
Sifter to the King of Sweden ; but the reft 
opposd it, alledging it to be the Right of 
Prince Chriftian Lewis Brother of the De- 
ceasd Duke, and conformable to the Con- 
ftitutions-of the Empire, of which Holftein 
isa Fief. The King of Denmark who pof- 
feffes part of the Country in common with 
the Duke, declar’d himfelf to be of the latter 
em and the King of Sweden having 
left the Nobility and the other Eftates en- 
tirely at liberty to decide this Affair as they 
fhould think fit; the Guardianfhip is con- 


ferr’d on Prince Chriftian ; and thus the 
Commotions that were apprehended from 
this Difpute are allay’d. Prince Chriftian 
left this City on the 9th, and arriv’d the’ 
fame day at Gottorp. The next day he or- 
der’d the Officers and the Nobility to take 
an Oath of Fidelity to him on the rath, in 
quality of Adminiftrator of the Dutchys of 
Holftein and Slefwick. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. a. 

Hamburg, October 20. The Corpfe of the 
Duke of Holftein Gottorp is ftill in the 
Caftle of Rhynbeck, where ’tis attended by 
two Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber, and 
two Officers of the Troops, till all things 
are ready for the Funeral Solemnity. The 
Dutchefs of Holftein, his Widow, has con- 
fented that Prince Chriftian fhould have the 
Adminiftration of the Government during’ 
the Minority of the Young Duke, who is 
with her at Stockholm; but yet on condi- 
tion that fhe fhall have the difpofal of all 
Offices Civil and Military. °Tis faid Prince 
Chriftian is willing to accept of the Admini- 
ftration on thofe Terms, but ’tis believ’d the 
Nobility of Holftein will oppofe fuch a Re- 
ftriGion. The King of Denmark has form’d 
fome Pretentions likewife ; but’tis hoped that 
all thefe Difficulties will be adjufted amicably.
